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Kennedy To Get Post 
John L. Lewis, 
UMW President, 
Plans To Retire 


WASHINGTON (AP) - John L. 
Lewis, a titan of the American 
labor movement, announced today 
he will resign as president of the 
United Mine Workers early next 
year. 
Lewis, who will be AO next Feb. 
12, said a letter to UMW mem­ 
bers published today in the un­ 
ion’s journal that the time has 
come to step aside. Aides said he 
is in excellent health. 
“ Mister Eyebrows,” as millions 
came to kpow the fuzzy-browed 
union chief in his flamboyant or­ 
ganizing and bargaining days of 
the 1930s and 1940s, has headed 
the UMW for 40 years. Few men 
have 
had 
greater 
impact 
on 
American economic life. 
Lewis will be succeeded auto­ 
matically by Thomas Kennedy, 
UMW vice president and former 
lieutenant governor of Pennsyl­ 
vania. Kennedy, 72, a widower 
who married again just a few 
weeks ago, is honeymooning in 
Europe. 
On retirement. Lewis will be 
eligible to continue at full salary 
of $50,000 a year. He did not set 
a specific data for quitting, say­ 
ing only it would be shortly after 
the new year. 
Lewis', 
a 
familiar figure for 
years in newspaper headlines, is 
responsible more than any other 
labor leader for organizing work­ 
ers of the nation’s biggest indus­ 
tries into labor unions. 
With the country on its econom­ 
ic knees in the great depression. 
Lewis capitalized on the National

Herter Hurls 
Challenge At 
French Chief 


Claims NATO Must 
Integrate Forces 
Under One Head 


PARIS (AP)—In a direct chal­ 
lenge to France, U. S. Secretary 
of State Christian A. Herter to­ 
day told the foreign ministers of 
the North Atlantic Alliance that 
NATO must cotinue to integrate 
its 
military 
forces 
under 
one 
command. 
Herter’s remarks at the open­ 
ing 
session of NATO’s annual 
ministerial review sharly under­ 
lined the major task of the ses­ 
sion—to resolve the differences di­ 
viding French President Charles 
de Gaulle from his allies in the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza­ 
tion. De Gaulle has openly reject­ 
ed the principle of integrated 
forces. 
Herter spoke in a closed ses­ 
sion of the Ministerial Council. A 
NATO 
spokesman reported his 
speech to a news conference. 
Herter mentioned recent press 
reports implying the United States 
might be planning withcbawals of 
forces from Europe. He said these 
showed e fundamental misconcep­ 
tion of U. S. policy and that the 
United States intends to maintain 
its NATO commitment. 
Speaking of the concept of in­ 
tegrated defense, Herter said that 
it was on this basis that the Unit­ 
ed States makes its contribution 
to NATO. He said the idea of in­ 
tegrated defense is more impor-. 
taut than ever. 
De Gaulle has rejected this con­ 
cept in favor of nations retaining 
control of their own forces. 
Herter said the West must seek 
tangible agreements with the So­ 
viet Union on two points—arms 
control and the division of Ger­ 
many and the related problem of 
Bertin. The acid test, Herter add­ 
ed, will be the Russian attitude 
on Berlin. 
Even 
as 
Herter 
spoke, 
de 
Gaulle restated his ideas to a 
group of French parliamentari­ 
ans who visited him. 
One reported he said: “During 
the last two World Wars Allied 
forces were not integrated. None­ 
theless they won victories.” 
Herter made his expected plea 
that European nations shoulder a 
greater share of NATO’s defense 
burden. He said Europe has re­ 
gained its vitality and was able 
to do this. However, Herter said 
the United States was ready to 
continue its military aid program.

French 
Premier Michel Debre opened the 
meeting with a call on the 15 na­ 
tions of NATO to end their dif­ 
ferences and preserve their “po­ 
litical and military solidarity.” 
Taking note of the differences 
between the allies, Debre said of 
NATO: “The basic traditions of 
each country, the awareness of 
the specific interests of each, 
sometimes lead to misunderstand­ 
ings which, in turn, create serious 
difficulties.” 


Death Penalty 
Pressed For 
Cuban Major 


Castro Appears As 
Star Witness In 
Trial For Treason 


HAVANA (AP) - 
Fidel Cas­ 
tro’s military prosecutor demand­ 
ed the death penalty for Maj. 
Hubert Matos today after Castro 
appeared as star witness for the 
prosecution and delivered a seven- 
hour harangue in defense of his 
revolutionary regime. 
Matos is on trial before a mili­ 
tary court on charges of treason. 
He was arrested last October aft­ 
er resigning as Castro’s 
com­ 
mander in Camaguey province 
and charging the bearded prime 
minister’s government was infil­ 
trated with Communists. 
Castro charged that Matos’ res­ 
ignation was part of a plot to 
cause a crisis in his government. 
The prosecutor followed by accus­ 
ing Matos of touching off a sedi­ 
tious movement and trying to 
confuse 
Castro’s 
revolutionary 
movement. 
Castro’s marathon speech — de­ 
livered with his back to the five- 
man military court and his face 
to the 1,500 spectators — was 
touched off by a single question 
from prosecutor Jorge Serguera. 
He was asked whether he could 
explain the events surrounding 
Matos’ resignation. 
Castro replied with a detailed 
defense of his revolutionary pro­ 
gram. Even with an hour recess, 
he was tired and hoarse at the 
end. He never once directly called 
Matos a traitor. 
‘Ours is not a Communist revo­ 
lution,” he shouted at one point. 
ours is, I admit, a radical revo­ 
lution — probably the most radi­ 
cal in Cuban history.”

Iranians had only one complaint 
today about President Eisenhow­ 
er’s visit—it wasn’t long enough. 
During his six hour stay Mon­ 
day, the Iranians cheered Eisen­ 
hower as they never cheered a 
visitor before. The impact of the 
President will not soon be for­ 
gotten.

•bout the plight of farmer? 
They will know* that a 19-year low has been 
set by prices received for crops srd live* 
stock—that overhead has been rising while 
Income has been falling 
Thejf will know that the parity ratio —« 
prices received by farmers compared 
with 
prices paid—has slumped to 79 and will be 
even lower than mid-December statistics are 
released 
They will know that government-held farm 
aurpluses at the beginning of November this 
year had reached a 9 2-billion-dollar 
total 
and will continue to rise. 
They will know. too. that even an agricul­ 
tural optimist has no hope of converting this 
surplus into cash President Eisenhower un­ 
doubtedly is promising some of if to India, 
but even if India could use an of it the 
United States could not afford to send it 
there, nor could the Indian government af­ 
ford to receive it. 


THE IMMEDIATE effect would be to throw 
the Indian economy completely off balance. 
Much of the supply would be wasted in India 
because of religious scruples m d prejudice 
■gainst strange foodstuffs. It cannot be used 
either abroad or at home. In effect, the 
United Slates, to conceal from itself the hope­ 
lessness of its farm problem, has been stor­ 
ing horseshoe I to conceal from blacksmiths 
the cruel fact there is no demand for all the 
horseshoes they can make. 
The stirrings of a besetting doubt about the 
farm problem in the United States are grad­ 
ually shaping a conviction about tho problem 


—that it is insoluble a? a matter of eco­ 
nomics because it is insoluble as a m atter 
of politics. 
No politician dares to tell marginal farm ­ 
ers they should give up farming because they 
are not equipped to compete with the money­ 
makers Yet this is where the farm problem 
comes to a focus—in the inability of border­ 
line operators to make a living. 
The most efficient producers are complain­ 
ing; they will never quit. But they are mak­ 
ing a living, nevertheless, and the best ones 
are doing very well. It ia the political push to 
furnish a living for farmers who cannot make 
ends meet without a boost from public funds 
that constitutes the farm problem 


THERE ARE too many farmers for the 
farm income, just as there are too many 
coal miners for the coal income. But when 
coal miners are involved, no one talks about 
a coal problem; they commiserate with un­ 
employed miners. 
• 
When farmers are involved, on the other 
hand, everybody talks about the farm prob­ 
lem. as if some politician could wander out 
of a corn field and lay down a workable so­ 
lution 
No 
one 
speaks 
of 
"unemployed 
farmers ." 
The truth is. no one is going to wander out 
of a corn field now or next year with a solu­ 
tion. All the solutions proposed in the past 
have come to nothing. Or. rather, they have 
come to aomething more than nine billion 
dollars, a perennial political problem and 
an illusion that aomething can be done by 
the next national administration to undo what 
no government has been able to do since the 
Pharaoh*—make it profitable to be a farmer 
per se. come one. come all. 


Ohioans With The Know Why 


Appointment of the Advisory Committee on 
Industrial and Economic Developm ent should 
prove to be a Mg boon to getting the new 
Ohio Department of Industrial and Economic 
Development on IU feet and operating ef­ 
fectively. 
The reason can ba seen in the makeup of 
the committee. IU members represent not 
only various geographic sections of the state, 
but a broad range of economic interests as 
well. 
There are a utility executive, an attorney. 
a builder, a city official, an Industrialist, a 
restaurateur, a publisher and two labor 
leaders 


These men mo active in their professions, 
dealing daily with both tho routine and the 
extraordinary facets of economic life. Their 
duties on the advisory committee will be part­ 
time work designed to give them an official 
channel through which to communicate their 
knowledge aud their ideas to tho department 
officials whose full-time duties will be the 
encouragement of Ohio’s economic growth. 
This is a more dynamic approach to the 
problem than the state has taken before and 
symbolizes tile grand scope of the new de­ 
partm ent in contrast to the simple publicity 
activity which woe the prim ary responsibility 
of the department’s predecessor agencies. 
This is not to say the earlier efforts were 
not valuable. They served their purpose for 
the tim es and circumstances in which they 
operated. 
But es Ohio’s economic life grows more 
complex, the magnitude of the job of main­ 
taining Its proper development increases. 
There is nothing static about modern econo­ 


mic conditions, so a dynamic attitude toward 
capitalising on them is mandatory. 
This is too vast a job for a relatively few 
governm ent officials working out of offices in 
Columbus with little direct contact with the 
business and industrial work! aside Rom oc­ 
casional promotional meetings or selling ex­ 
cursions. 
For the full-time officials to do their best 
job, they must have the advantage of con­ 
tinual information and advice from people 
who are in full-time contact with business 
and industry; who know the down-to-earth 
problems as well as th# dream-world poten­ 
tials of Ohio’s economic life. 
This is where the members of the advisory 
committee fit into tile picture. They are men 
who can provide the tilde between Ohio's 
dreams and the reality of achieving those 
dreams.

Another name has been placed on Colum­ 
biana County's traffic fatality list as the re­ 
sult of an accident Sunday night.

The High Cost Of Miracles 


Nine of every ten drugs prescribed by doc­ 
tors today have been put on the m arket in 
the last 20 year*. Four of every ten prescrip­ 
tions filled by druggists could not howe been 
rilled more than five years ago. 
Hundreds of thousands of people who other­ 
wise would have been dead without one or 
more of the (hugs now available now are 
alive — and, in many instances, complaining 
because of the cost of medical prescriptions. 
Millions of people who would have had to 
settle for something now regarded as primi­ 
tive and of slight value now are waiting ea­ 
gerly for dosages of "m iracle drugs” pre­ 
scribed for them by doctors. All that troubles 
them is the high cost of miracles. 
A spokesman for the Pharmaceutical Man­ 
ufacturers Assn., referring to the hearings 
before the Senate Antitrust and Monopoly 
subcommittee, hints darkly that the Senate’s 
curiosity about the cost of drugs is leading 
up to a push for socialized medicine. The sus­ 
picion is not well founded, in our view. 
If the spokesman had sud, on the other 
hand, that the cost of drugs opened the way

I ’ve been working Mi the rail­ 
road "crisis.’’ There is a way to 
disrupt the timetables of Amer­ 
ica without a major strike of a 
t r a n s c o n - 
tiDental l i n t , 
r a i l roaders 
have been tell­ 
ing me.

known lines — of which there are 
222. I'm startled to learn on this 
land voyage of discovery. 
lf any of a number of the small 
key lines w ert stalled, most of 
America would slow down in a 
week. Rail operators say they be­ 
lieve this might be rail labor’s 
strategy. There would be no na­ 
tional emergency. We’d just sort 
of limp along. 
Why? Because these are the ter­ 
minal and switching tines. They 
go no place. They move freight 
cars from one depot or yard to 
another inside or just at the edge 
of a big town, lf five or six of 
these Lilliputian lines were hit 
in N*v York or Chicago or Kan­ 
sas City or St. Paul-Minneapolis 
or St. Louis, freight cars moving 
east and west, an 
south would 
stand still or go at snail’s pace 
from tins to line. 


FOR EXAMPLE, a few freight 
cars have just come into Chicago 
on one tine from Omaha These 
cart are heading east, say for 
New York. Others have come up 
from the south, say on the Illinois 
Central and Rom St. Louis, also 
Somewhere in the Chicago con­ 
trol center an electric brain be­ 
gins operating. The switches are 
opened. The cars move automat­ 
ically onto one rail. They couple. 
They now are ready for a transfer 
to another yard — perhaps the 
New York Central — to be hitched 
to a fast freight for New York. 
A "tittle tine" of which I had 
not heard until I rode the rails the 
other day, by the name of In­ 
diana Harbor Belt Line, sends 
over • locomotive ("engine” is 
better jargon). This is tied to the 
waiting freight cm*. They are then 
moved to the new yard and so on 
to the East. 
If IHB was struck there would 
be no actual paralysis. The big 
lines could shunt their freigit cars 
from yard to yard. But the IHB 
is the specialist. It is equipped 
and it is knowledgeable. 
Last 
year, alone, it transferred 1,224,- 
000 cars. 
If it were tied up, the tog lines 
w o u l d have to get Interstate 
Commerce Commission permission 
to shift the freight via other routes. 


THEN YOU would have the 
cars meandering Idee hoboes from 
yard to yard round about from 
city to city and finally to their 
destination. But after a long while. 
This, also could happen to switch 
lines in other cities. Imagine a 
s t r i k e at the TRA (Terminal 
Railway Assn.) in St. Louis. The 
outfit is jointly owned by 14 rail­ 
roads 
and 
interconnected 
with 
nine others, aH crisscrossing the 
area in several directions. 
T h e n there’s the Minnesota 
Transfer Co. in the St. Paul- 
Minneapolis district, in which nine 
different railroads are involved. 
In Chicago, the Belt Railway 
Co. is owned by 12 carriers and 
interconnected with 19 more tines. 
In Kansas City, there’s the Ter­ 
minal Railway. 
As the railroaders explain it. * 
strike on just these few would 
stall thousands of cars. Before 
they could be unsnarled and re­ 
routed. they would start toting up 
on sidings and even on some main 
lines. 
Once the freight cars began 
clogging the sidings, passenger 
trains wnolri be affected, lf tho

strike lasted a week. the timeta­ 
bles of the nation would be as use­ 
ful as a wino list at a Women’s 
Christian Temperance Union con­ 
vention. 


YET THERE WOULD not be 
any real national emergency on 
the nation’s 220.000-mile rail sys­ 
tem. Everything would be mov­ 
ing. The government would not 
bo in a position for seizure or oth­ 
er drastic action. 
A check with union spokesmen, 
however, revealed that they ve­ 
hemently reject any charge or in­ 
sinuation that they plan to strike.

they have rarely struck. They say 
they will continue to bargain for 
their demands without striking. 
They say they will call out their 
men only if tho railroads changa 
tho work rules without previous 
agreement with the five operating 
and ll non-operating unions with 
some 850,000 workers. 
If a crew is shortened or work 
eliminated, the unions will consid­ 
er this a lockout of some of its 
members.

Two Big Questions

WASHINGTON 
Thera wore always two basic 
questions in President E i s e n- 
hower’s history-making trip. What 
impact would bo have on those 
who saw and heard him? What im­ 
pact would they have on him? 
It can be put another way. 
Would he give them some new 
ideas? Would he come home with 
some new ones of his own? 
It is possible the millions who 
greeted him read more into his 
words than he intended to convey 
— in the sense of some new Amer­ 
ican programs of help in one way 
or another.

— a sour reaction may set in. 
In Europe and Asia he spoke on 
a high plateau of generalities with 
which no one could quarrel. He 
called for peace and security and 
friendship and a war on hunger.

Before going abroad be said he 
wanted to create good will for the 
United States. Apparently he suc­ 
ceeded beyond his (Reams. The 
fantastic crowds 
which 
greeted 
him were testimony to good will 
towards this country.

But to the po°r Mkt ill-paid mil- 
tios of tile Middle East and Asia, 
Eisenhower must have looked like 
more than just the {Resident of 
the fabulously rich United States. 


He must have seemed tike Alad­ 
din himself who, with a simple 
rub on his magic lamp, could 
make their hunger melt away 
They may have felt that, when 
be spoke of the war on hunger, 
he was contemplating some new, 
broad American program of aid. 
In India when he said "We who 
are free* . . must. . . support 
cadi other," was he saying the 
United States would go to India’s 
defense if it w e r e hit by Red 
Olina? His listeners may have so 
interpreted his words. 
But this could hardly have been 
a one-way street, with Eisenhow­ 
er expressing just American good 
will without getting some new and 
personal insights into the prob­ 
lems of both allied and neutral 
nations. 
Since he is dedicated to keeping 
down A m e r i c a spending — in 
order to balance the budget — it is 
difficult to see how he will return 
with any suggestions for bigger 
spending in aid abroad. 
But if he did receive insights 
into problems which untl now he 
had 
receved 
second-hand 
from 
American ambassadors or foreign 
heads of state, his thinking about 
them may have been deeply af­ 
fected. 
There has been no indication on 
his trip yet that this happened. If 
it did, be has time to reveal it 
next year when Congress returns.

Because of this perennial student 
problem — one telephone in a dor­ 
mitory — Vinod Sundra, 23. from 
New Delhi, India, couldn’t get any 
dates. 
With his nightlife needing im­ 
provement Tinny, as he is known 
on the MIT campus, quickly put 
his engineer’s brain to tile problem 
s and came up with the answer—en 
Automatic Dialer. 
The answer not only assured him 
hL (fates but gave him the m a­ 
terial for his DS thesis, won bim 
top prises and now may make 
him a rich man. 
His device overcomes the tire­ 
some and timeconsuming business 
of redialing when the number be­ 
ing called is busy. 
Vinny recently demonstrated his 
device, accompanied by a techni­ 
cal paper, before an august body of 
engineers and scientists. The group 
was amused by the student’s un­ 
usual motivation but was also im­ 
pressed by the possible usefulness 
of tile gadget. 
What Vinny did was put together 
an attachment which, without any 
manual operation by him, would 
keep calling a number until he got 
through — in the first instance a 
number at a Simmons College dor­ 
mitory. 
The gadget kept dialing so fre- 
quatiy that no one could nip in 
lap u 
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ahead of him. It could al^o take 
up to 25 different numbers. 
Basically it contains a memory 
drum. Once Vinny installed his 
numbers, any 25, on the memory 
drum, he had nothing more to do 
except move a selector switch to 
the number he desired. 
From a collegian’s point of view 
it was tike a little black book 
of dates already installed as a part 
of his telephone. Once the numbers 
are in the dram the row could read 
Elizabeth, 
Mary, 
Jane. 
Tootsie 
etc., and the selector switch moves 
accordingly. 
If the number Vinny wishes to 
call is busy it will keep redialing 
the number until there is a regular 
ringing tone. At the ringing tone 
his own phone rings to let him 
know he is through to his party. 
Apart from its humorous side his 
device 
has 
useful 
possibilities. 
Businessmen often have numbers 
they dial frequently. 
Either the man or his secretary 
may have to keep redialing th# 
number for any time up to a half­ 
hour or longer. With this gadget 
the time would not be wasted in a 
manual operation. 
Sundra was graduated from MIT 
last year with a BS degree in elec­ 
trical engineering and a BS in in-' 
dustrial management.

Speech Backs Congressional Strike Action 


By coming out squ4Veiy for pre­ 
sidential power to forbid labor or 
management to ‘ shut down a basic 
industry-.” Adlai E Stevenson may 
not necessarily have advanced hi* 
own chance for a third presidential 
nomination but two consequences 
of his pronouncement are certain. 
First, it has ensured the enact­ 
ment of a strong strike prohibi­ 
tion by Congress in t9*n if either 
the steel strike is resumed or a 
nationwide railroad R n k r should 
occur during the session. 
Second, more than 
any other 
event in the campaign to date, it 
has put every aspirant for the 
presidency, Democrat or Republi­ 
can, on the spot. 
Most immediately •ffected are 
the four Democratic sqpators: John 
F Kennedy of Massachusetts. Hu­ 
bert Humphrey of Minnesota. Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson of Texas and Stu­ 
art Symington of Mi;««ouri 
Stevenson asserted that his rec- 
ommedations now are substantial­ 
ly the same as he advanced in 
opening his campaign on Labor 
Day. 1952, in Detroit. 


BUT HIS RHETORIC now is 
much stiffer and its impact is 
greater due to his proposal's direct 
application to the steel deadlock. 
the congressional meeting close at 
hand and the presidential and con­ 
gressional elections lass than a 
year off 
Stevenson said; 
"The steel strike has dramatized 
tile fact that we are J t the end 
of an era. Everybody Is agreed 
that this cannot happen, again; that 
the public interest to the para­ 
mount interest and thai irrespons­ 
ible private power is an intoler­ 
able danger to our beleaguered so­ 
ciety. . . . 
"And lf there are m ore stop­ 
pages. Congress may 
expected 
to reflect the public tem per in leg­ 
islation, which would not only stop 
strikes but might stop or seriously 
c r i p p l e collective 
bargaining, 
too. . . . 
"The right to bargain collective­ 
ly does not include a right to stop 
the national economy * 
No topflight American states­ 
man ever before sta ta l the case 
against 
industrywide 
strikes 
so 
baldly. 
Stevenson's words ans the more 
important because ba si speaking 
to a Democratic C oopefs in which 
a considerable number of Demo­ 
crats (mainly from tile. South) are 


more in favor of strong strike pro­ 
hibition.? than many of the Re­ 
publicans. 
Perhaps most important of all, 
Stevenson’s speech plays directly 
into the hands of President Efaien- 
bower who. speaking within th# 
hour before he started his cur­ 
rent world tour, declared: 
"Americans will not-tndeed they 
cannot—tolerate for long the crip­ 
pling of the entire economy as a 
result of labor management dis­ 
putes . . . voluntarily they (em­ 
ployers and employes) will act re­ 
sponsibly or else, in due course, 
their countrymen will #ee to it 
that they do act responsibly.” 


IT IS CORRECT, as Stevenson 
says, that he sounded a com­ 
parable warning seven years ago; 
but. as affecting the immediate 
strike situation. Eisenhower’s state­ 
ment occurred first. 
Further, 
almost 
as 
Stevenson 
was speaking. Secretary of Labor 
James P. Mitchell suggested two 
routes to steel peace. 
First, he proposed either a presi­ 
dential 
fact-finding 
commission 
vested with power to formulate a 
specific plan of settlement or vest­ 
ment of that same authority in 
Joseph F Finnegan, head of the 
Federal Mediation Board. 
As so far indicated that plan 
would be acceptable to the union 
but not to the steel companies 
Secondly, the secretary of labor 
proposed compulsory arbitration, 
which the steel employer! have 
been urging for solution of the 
stubborn issue relating to "feather­ 
bedding” w o r k rules, with tile 
union hotly protesting. 
President Eisenhower clearly ha# 
the whip hand in that he now can 
s e n d his recommendations for 
labor legislation to Congress with 
f u l l knowledge of Stevenson*! 
attitude. 
Both parties will be acting with 
the knowledge that within the week 
in which Congress convenes next 
month, 500,000 steelworkers in 95 
plants will be v o t i n g for or 
against acceptance of the "last of­ 
fer” of the employer companies. 
On wages, the company says its 
offer amounts to an hourly In­ 
crease of 30 cents over a three- 
year contract; with the* union fig­ 
uring 22 cents. 
Whereas the company would sub­ 
mit the work ride issue to com­ 
pulsory arbitration, the union on 
that point refuses to budge.

downs, work suspensions, quickie 


strikes and refusal to work sched­ 
uled hours. 
lf a court rules that the union 
has reneged on these promises, 
the UPWA said, “an injunction 
can be issued against its officers, 
agents or members.”

"IT’S VIRTUALLY impossible,” 
say* Cassavetes, "to get approval 
on a script that has substance. 
more so since the outbreak of the 
TV scandals. There is no limit on 
violence; you can get approval on a 
story In which a woman is slaugh­ 
tered, but an honest story about 
a dope addict is rejected because 
it would be injurious to the spon­ 
sor's product. 
'In this case, the product is an 
underarm deodorant. When you 
point up the folly of this kind of 
thinking, you're told. ‘Well, with all 
this payola talk and the PCC 
giving television a 'close look, we 
could be thrown off the ak with a 
story about dope.'" 
The episode to which Cassavetes 
refers was scheduled to be shown 
two Thursdays ego. At the last 
minute, the qualms of the advertis­ 
ing agency representing the spon­ 
sor prevailed, and tile show was 
yanked. 
The replacement was a program 
that had bern reserved for Christ­ 
mas Eve, meaning that "Staccato” 
•cooped th# industry by being the 
first to present a Yuletide show, 
some five weeks ahead of time. 


“WE LOOKED pretty silly, I 
thought,” remarked Cassavetes, 
"particularly ainee I bad given out 
interviews about the 'dope' epi­ 
sode. I think it's one of our very 
best episodes. And I’m champing 
at the Ut to do more like it. 
"There are five or six fantastic­ 
ally good scrips on tho shelf, off­ 
beat, aobstantial stories, but we 
can't fat them approved. 
"Strangely enough,” ne added, 
"If the sponsor people could read 
tha script Pm talking about, I hon­ 
estly taal they’d approve of them 
It'e their advertising agency that 
insists (rn playing it safe. Every­ 
thing must conform to a bland pat­ 
tern. Our stories shouldn’t have a* 
massage, shouldn’t offend any­ 
body.” 


THE “STACCATO" show is pro­ 
duced by Revue Productions (a 
subsidiary of Music Colp. of Amer­ 
ica) which hasn’t intervened in 
Cassavetes’ behalf, though origin- 
ally tho actor was promised ar­ 
tistic -freedom. 
“The Revue people,” said Cas­ 
savetes, "are fully aware that the 
situation is impossible, but they’re 
not doing anything about it.

LISBON—Council Monday night 
unanimously rejected a proposed 
gas rate increase ordinance, ap­ 
proved first reading of a revised 
truck ordinance and authorized a 
reciprocal fire protection agree­ 
ment with Columbiana and Lee­ 
tonia. 
Councilmen turned down 
the 
proposed 7.8 per cent 
average 
rate increase proposed by the East 
Ohio Gas Co. Initial reading of 
the ordinance was held at previous 
meeting, but Council did not vote 
at that time. 
Approval was given first read­ 
ing of a revised ordinance gov­ 
erning truck traffic in the village. 
The revision permits use of some 
s t r e e t s by truckers who park 
trucks at home here for night or 
for repairs. 
Council also approved first read­ 
ing of a bill appropriating a per­ 
manent sewer right-of-way over 
some properties in Grandview and 
Smith Additions. 
Under suspension of rules re­ 
quiring separate readings, Council 
renewed the co-operative fire pro­ 
tection agreement with Leetonia 
and Columbiana which is due to 
expire Dec. 31. 
Bids were accepted from Paul 
Mitchell and Gerald Sanders for 
installation of a 450-foot sewer 
near St. George's Catholic Church. 
Mitchell bid $566 and Sanders 
1375 for the installation of 12-inch 
tile drain to prevent flooding in 
an ally near the church. Council 
ordered a delay on the work un­ 
til coats of current street work 
are figured. 
The purchase of a new tire was 
authorized for John Tucker of R. 
D. who filed a claim because one 
damaged when shot by a police 
officer in 1954. The tire was re­ 
placed but the village had not 
paid the bill. 
Mayor John Todd reported the 
village received $404 in November 
from canes heard in his court — 
$178 from State Highway Patrol 
cases, $59 from village cases and 
$202 from meter violations. 
Mayor Todd reported S t a t e 
Health Department representatives 
found the village sewage disposal 
plant in "satisfactory” order in 
a visit Oct. 16, but have recom­ 
mended an automatic froth con­ 
trol.
